NAPLES, May 25.—Fifth Army columns from the Anzio beach- 
head and the main front to the southeast joined forces early today, 
a special communique announced, setting a trap for 17 outflanked 

enemy divisions and paving the way for an assault on Rome. 
As the Allied drive gathered momentum, it was announced that troops of the 
Canadian Corps have occupied the stubbornly-defended Liri valley town of Porte- 
corvo and that Canadian tanks smashed ahead to the Melfa river, five miles north-

OTTAWA, May 25.—(CP)—Amid a din of desk thump- 
ing, Defence Minister Ralston announced today in the Com- 
mons that Canadians fighting in Italy have made a six mile 
advance in the last 36 hours “and the advance is continuing.” 


He said he was not able to give 
any estimate as to how heavy 
Canadian casualties might be, but 
he added the resistance had been 
stiff and there had been many 
obstacles, such a minefields, in 
the way. 

He said the Canadians, forming 
the west flank of the Allied ad- 
vance, had taken over a sector 
after tough enemy resistance—fol- 
lowing the crossing of the river 
Pedro had held up progress for two 
days. 

“However,” he added, “in the last 
36 hours the Canadians have made 
a spectacular and brilliant advance 
which is continuing.” 


ENEMY FALLING BACK 

He said the Canadians pushed 
up the Liri valley after capturing 
the important point of Pontecotvo. 
The enemy still was falling back 
from the Hitler line. 

The Canadians were spearheading 
this drive which had already taken 
six miles and he said he thought it 
was “of more than passing signific- 
ance that this is how our boys ob- 
served Empire Day.” 

“The Germans are continuing to 
fall back from the Canadian as- 
sault,” he added. 


Gordon Graydon, Progressive 
Conservative house leader, said he 
wanted to express the pride of 
members in this new achievement 
of Canadian arms. He added that 
he hoped that from time to time 
Col. Ralston would provide the 
house with reports on important 
military developments. 


Canada Sets Up 
2 New Embassies

OTTAWA, May 25.—The Cana- 
dian government has decided to set 
up embassies in Chile and Peru, 
‘Prime Minister Mackenzie King an- 
nounced in the House of Commons 
today. 

Mr. King told the House that the 
Canadian legation in Chile would 
be raised to the status of an em- 
bassy, with no change in diplomatic 
personnel. He added that on Jan. 
28, 1944, an announcement was 
made that Canada and Peru would 
exchange ministers, but no ap- 
pointments were made. 

Mr. King said it had now been 
decided to raise diplomatic repre- 
sentation with Peru to the ambas- 
sadorial status. However, he point- 
ed out, neither country has yet 
named its ambassador. 

Dr. Eduardo Grove will repre 
sent Chile as ambassador to Can- 
ada on returning from his native 
Jand,:where he now is on leave of 
absence. Mr. King continued, the 
Canadian ambassador to Chile will 
be Warwick Shipman of Montreal, 
present Canadian minister to that 
country. 


Will of People

MONTREAL, May 25— (CP) — 
Graham Towers, governor of the 
Bank of Canada, told students of 
McGill University at the spring 
convocation today that “it is im- 
possible to contemplate a situation 
in which mass unemployment exists 
because the state and the people 
fail to adopt a peacetime objective.” 

Mr. Towers said he believed 
that “much more important than 
techniques” in the post-war per- 
iod “is the matter of the objec- 
tive itself and the will to achieve 
it, .

LONDON, May 25 — (CP) — 
Shooting of 47 air officers, includ- 
ing six Canadians, after a mass 
escape from a German prison 
camp, was “murder and nothing 
else,” Lord Vansittart declared in 
| the House of Lords today and 
urged that Britain inform the 
Nazis the entire camp personnel 
would be put on trial after the 
war. 

Proposing that Britain institute 
her own inquiry into the incident, 
reported last week to the House of 
Commons by Foreign Secretary 
| Eden, Lord Vansittart said: “We all 
know the old German pretext of 
shooting while attempting flight. 
That formula was in use for many 
years before the war. It is the hoar- 
jest and most flimsy pretext for 
massacre. 


THREATENED IN PAST 

“It is quite impossible that 47 
men should have been shot dead 
} without one being wounded. Ob- 
| viously these men were not shot at 
a distance. I think they were lined 
up and mowed down. 

“The Germans have frequently 
threatened our bombers in the 
past. They knew full well this 
was butchery and that is why they 
tried to conceal! it for so long.”

the liberation progresses.” 

“We have no intention in our 
minds to inflict an Amgot (Allied 
Military Government of Occupied 
Territories) upon France or, in- 
deed, upon any allied country, 
when it is liberated,” he said,

Iowa’ Flood Waters 


Continue Rampage 
DES MOINES, May 25—(AP)— 
With more than 30,000,000 damage in 
their wake, flood waters which have 
been racing through Iowa for a 
week continued their rampage in 
the southeastern section of the state 
yesterday, forcing hundreds to flee 
their homes. More than 700 persons 
had been evacuated from the low- 
lands at Ottumwa, city of 30,000 
Population 90 miles southeast of 
here, and more were being moved. 


Enemy opposition 
after the Canadians had taken 
the Liri valley town, one of the 
most stubbornly-defended points 
in the broken Hitler line, but 
troops of a western Canada motor 
battalion held a firm base astride 
the river south of highway 6— 
the road to Rome. 

Ontario infantry and western 
Canadian tanks established them- 
selves on the southern bank. A task 
force of Ontario reconnaissance 
squadrons and maritime infantry 
reached the Melfa where it flows 
into the Liri. Leading reconnais- 
sance eleemnts already have cross- 
ed the river. 

The Canadian Corps, leaving the 
shattered Hitler line in the rear, 
drove northwest through the Liri 
valley yesterday. By mid-afternoon 
the day's objectives were reached 
and the first tanks were reported 
to have forded the wide but shal-

Calgary Accepts 
Tender For New 
Debenture Issue 


CALGARY, May 25.—The City 
of Calgary has accepted a tender 
from the Bank of Montreal for 
@ new city bond issue of $1,635,000 
for refunding purposes, it was 
announced Thursday by Mayor 
Andrew Davison. 

Acceptance of the tender, the 
best of seven bids, was recom- 
mended by the civic finance com- 
mittee. The recommendation car- 
ried without debate at a city coun- 
cil meeting Tuesday afternoon. 

The Bank of Montreal tender was 
in behalf of itself; Dominion Secur- 
ities Corp, Ltd.; A. E. Ames and 
Company; Royal Securities Corp. 
Ltd., and James Richardson & 
Sons, 

It offered $100.077 for the 3 and 
3% per cent 17-year bonds dated 
1945, carrying a coupon rate of 
three per cent for the first six 
years and 3% per cent for the 
next 11 years, 

“For the first time in its history, 
the city has been able to sell 3 per 
cent bonds at a premium,” Mayor 
Andrew Davison pointed out to 
council. 

The Bank of Montreal tender, ac- 
cording to City Comptroller E. A. 
Hookway and D. E. Bachelor, assist- 
ant city treasurer, netted the city 
a premium of $19,474.11, which was 
$84.34 more than that offered by 
Wood, Gundy and Company Ltd., 
in behalf of itself, the Royal Bank 
of Canada and Carlisle and Mc- 
Carthy Ltd. 


RATE OF MATURITY 


The issue will mature at the rate! 


of $100,000 annually for the years 
1945 to 1960, and $35,000 for the final 
year, 1961. Interest is payable in 
Canadian funds half yearly at Cal- 
gary, Edmonton, Toronto, Montreal, 
Winnipeg or Vancouver. 

Tenders will be called for print- 
ing the new bonds. 

The Wood, Gundy and Company, 
Ltd., bid was $100,635 per $100 for 
bonds bearing 3'2 per cent interest 
for the 17-year period, 


FOR REFUNDING 

The proceeds of the new issue 
will be used by the city to purchase 
$1,635,000 worth of outstanding city 
debentures which have been called 
for redemption July 1. The out- 
standing bonds bear an interest 
rate of 4.55 per cent. 

The city called for tenders for 
$1,635,000 worth of bonds on two 
bases. The first was for straight 
3% per cent bonds for 17 years, re- 
payable at the rate of $100,000 each 
year and $35,000 for the seventeenth 
year. 

The best bid on this basis was 
received from Wood Gundy and 
Company Syndicate. It was for 
100.635 and the premium amounted 
to $10,382. 

BEST OFFER 

The alternative proposal was for 
$1,635,000 worth of bonds repayable 
at $100,000 per year for the first six 
years at a coupon interest rate of 
three per cent. The remainder over 
11 years at 34% per cent. The tender 
of the Bank of Montreal was ac- 
cepted as representing the greatest 
saving to the city.

to 100,000 German troops. 


Military observers said Nazi 
Field Marshal Albert Kesselring 
is being pushed back into the 
Alban hills below Rome, where 
he must try to hold off the on- 
rushing British 8th Army on his 


left flank and the 5th Army 
forces on his right. 

The slightest miscalculation at 
this point of the battle, these 


sources said, could involve Kessel- 
ring in a major disaster affecting 
anywhere up to 100,000 men, 


MASTERFUL STRATEGY Py 

Informed quarters credited the 
sudden collapse of the German 
position between Anzio and Terra- 
cina to Gen, Sir Harold R, L. G,

allowance will have to be cut down 
because of a shortage of malt, Mr. 
King pointed out that when Dom- 
inion restrictions on the sale of 
beer were lifted, Alberta retained 
its 12-pints-a-month allowance, Now 
it is in the position of not having 
to reduce the allowance because 
of shortages in deliveries. 

(In Manitoba, when the Dominion 
restrictions were lifted, liquor con- 
trol authorities there immediately 
raised quotas, and allowed the sale 
of 24 pints a day for each per- 
mittee.) 

According to information re- 
ceived in Edmonton, Manitoba 
breweries are now finding it diffi- 
cult to obtain malt, and will have 
to curtail deliveries to that prov- 
ince’s liquor board. 


PERMIT FIGURES 

According to latest figures sup- 
plied by the Alberta liquor board, 
276,483 permits have been issued 
between Jan. 1 and April 30, an 
increase over the 203,209 issued in 
the same period of 1943, 

A reduction is noted, however, 
in the number of permits issued 
in April. This year, the total! for 
the month was 26,453, compared 
to 38,762 issued in April, 1943, 

The increase in totals between 
1944 and 1943 is said to have been 
due to a rush for permits in Janu- 
ary and February, 

By the end of the year, it is felt 
possible that the total number of 
permits issued may be less than 
in 1943,

low Melfa, which flows into the 
Liri river from the north.

CHIEF OBSTACLES 

Mines and a small amount of 
shelling and mortaring provided 
the chief obstacles to the Canadian 
thrust, which began yesterday 
morning from the Aquino-Ponte- 
corvo road. Aquino is three miles 
north of Pontecorvo and slightly 
south of the Via Casilina, the main 
Cassino-Rome highway. 

The Germans still are clinging 
stubbornly to the northern end 
of the Hitler line where British 
troops of the 8th Army, with Can- 
adian tank support, are fighting 
west of the Aquino airfield, and 

Polish formations are locked in 
grim street duel with enemy para- 
troopers at Piedmonte, northern 
anchor of the line six miles north- 
east of Pontcorco, 

But south of this anchor position 
the front definitely is broken wide 
open and the speed with which the 
Canadians are advancing: threatens 
the Germans with the alternative 
of withdrawing or being cut off 
from their retreat route along the 
Via Caslinia—highway No. 6. 


TOUGHER GOING 


At the southern end of the Cana- 
dian sector, a combat team fanned 
out with tank support along roads 
northwest of Pontecorvo. The go- 
ing here was tougher than in the 
central part of the Liri valley, be- 
cause of bomb craters and many 
mines left by the Germans. 


Progress is being made, how- 
ever, although the Germans showed 
some semblance of fighting a rear- 
guard action with tanks, mortars 
and machine-guns. 

The general German with- 
drawal northwest along the Liri 
valley wasn’t. surprising in view 
of Tuesday's smash through the 

Hitler line by the Canadians, 
fighting for the first time as a 
corps. 

The enemy lost more than 500 
prisoners to the Canadians in that 
assault, and had little choice but to 
fall back towards the next defence 
line. 

Canadian infantry cracked the 
line of prepared positions which 
were supposed to be impregnable 
and the results achieved are con- 
sidered worth the price. 


SPIRITS HIGH 

The spirit of the Canadians was 
never higher and friendly rivalry 
between the men has developed to 
the point where bets already are 
being placed as to who will reach 
Rome first, if it so happens that 
Rome lies within the orbit of the 
Canadian advance. 

The prisoner total continues to 
mount with the figure beyond the 
500 mark.

Y.M.C.A. WAR WORK 


As the Canadian Y.M.C.A. 
observes the 100th Anniversary 
of its founding in 1844, an im- 
portant part of its work is in 
the interests of, and service to 
members of Canada’s Armed 
Forces. 

The services of the Young 
Men's Christian Association to 
men in the Canadian Armed 
Forces go back to 1864, at tho 
time of the Fenian Raids. in 
the Boer War Y.M.C.A. Secre- 
taries accompanied our Cana- 
dian troops to South Africa. 

When in 1914 the Canadian 
Y.M.C.A. first commenced its 
work in the camps, and when 
later on its officers began to 
find their way to France, the 
organization shared with every 
other unit of the Canadian 
forces, the need to prove itself 
equal to the task which it had 
assumed. From the time when 
Canadian troops first went to 
France until toward the end of 
1918, when our forces reached 
their highest efficiency, the 
field of the Y.M.C.A. was con- 
tinually growing.

hammock and had grabbed a shirt 
which I started to put on. One of 
the fellows near me shouted ‘Hey, 
that's my shirt’ so I said ‘okay’ and 
threw it to him and grabbed ior 
an overcoat. I was just getting 
into it when this same fellow toss- 
ed the shirt back to me and said, 
‘No, it's not mine, I guess it must 
be yours all right’. Later when 1 
was sitting in the float it struck me 
as funny that we would argue about 
a shirt at a time like that.” 

“I was in the forward mess and 
the bow of the ship already was 
lying over on one side. I had 
hooked my life belt over a rail on 
the side of the ship and it was 
now dangling over my head.” 

“I climbed up somehow or other 
and grabbed it, and pulled it over 
my overcoat, not stopping to fasten 
either of them and made for the 
gangway to the escape hatch. 

“It's funny the things you'll do 
under stress, | remember think- 
ing that |! wasn’t going outside 
without my overcoat and that's 
why |! grabbed for it. As | reach- 
ed the gangway the bo. stood up 
on end, Luckily | had my arm 
hooked around the rail because 
all the chaps that were still in 
the mess were thrown down the 
ship with terrific force and | 
guess none of them got out. 
dishes, boots, and all sorts of 
odds and ends came raining down 
on my head but | still hung on. 
“When I finally got up to the 
escape hatch the water was just 
beginning to surge in the doors. If 
I'd been any later I would have 
been trapped. As is was the water 
just kind of engulfed me and I 
started to swim-hard as I could. I 
was only about 20 feet from the 
bow when it went down and won- 
dered if I'd be sucked under by 
the drag, but I didn’t feel a thing.” 
He said the bow of the ship sank 
only 90 seconds after the torpedo 
split the Valleyfield in two. 


INCHES OF OIL 

The icy water seemed to have 
inches of oil on it and was littered 
with wreckage, debris, lifebelts and 
a “lot of icebergs”. 

He hit out for a Carley float 
about 80 feet away and even before 
he reached it he was paralyzed 
with cold and had to be helped 
onto the float. There were eight 
men on his raft which was riding 
about a foot under the water and 
they spent an hour and a half sit- 
ting in the water which was only 
one degree above freezing. 

“Finally the Giffard came by and 
threw three lines to us which we 

tried to make fast to our float. They 
didn’t huld though and the corvette 
swept on. Two of my chums hung 
on to the lines and tried to haul 
themselves aboard the Giffard, but 
they couldn't make it.” 

One of the men made it to 
another float but the second drop- 
ped from his line and was dragged 
under by the propeller suction as 
the Giffard passed him. 

“We had the only bearded sea- 
man to survive on our float,” he 
said. “I've heard since that they 
think the other two choked when 
oil gathered on their whiskers, 
This chap with us was having a 
pretty tough time, kept slipping 
off the float, but another fellow 
and myself grabbed him and man- 
aged to haul him part way on. As 
a matter of fact, I grabbed him by 
the hair and helped pull him up 
that way. With the other two 
fellows gone off the raft, it was 
riding on top of the water so he 
could just kind of hang over the 
side.” 

CORVETTE IN OFFING 

The seaman told of their rescue 
by a seaboat from the corvette 
Edmundston which’ picked them 
up and took them to the Giffard 
which had stopped about a half a 
mile away and was picking up 
survivors off the two floats which 
had been tied together. 

“When we saw the seaboat ap- 
proaching we started shouting for 
them to come and pick us up and 
the crew yelled back for us to 
‘shut up, that’s just what we're 
doing’.” 

Telegraphist Snider said he did 
not see any of the Edmonton men 
in the water and couldn't say what 
had happened to them. 

Lt. Cmdr, D, T. English, of Hali- 
fax, skipper of the ship who slipped 
through his lifebelt and _ dis- 
appeared in the water just as 
rescue was at hand was “one of 
the best guys I ever knew.” 

“The crew of the Giffard were 
sure swell to us, they did every- 
thing they could to make us com- 
fortable. None of us could get 
aboard by ourselves and the 
fellows came down and carried 
us up the life net to the deck.” 

Landing at a Newfoundland port 
the survivors were hospitalized. 
Telegraphist Snider spent 10 days 
there, receiving treatment for im- 
mersion foot and having his cuts 
attended to. 

“Those medical men sure know 
what they're doing,’ he said. “A 
couple of years ago I probably 
would have lost both feet, they 
were so badly frozen.” 


BORN HERE 

Born in Edmonton, Telegraphist 
Snider attended McCauley and 
Alex Taylor schools and Alberta 
College. Prior to enlisting he was 
employed by the provincial treas- 
ury branch, 

He enlisted in the R.C.N.V.R. in 
April, 1942, and trained at H.M.C\S. 
Nonsuch here and at St. Hyacinthe, 
Que. For a time he was stationed 
at the west coast and went to an 
easern port last year. 

He was on convoy duty for 
some time aboard the corvette 
Buctouche before joining the 
crew of H.M.C.S. Valleyfield 
when it was commissioned De- 
cember, 1943,

marshes and rolling green hills 
leading to Rome were bound to 
have a tremendous effect on the 
course and duration of the entire 
war, 

Any major defeat inflicted on the 
Nazis in Italy, one official said, 
“makes the ‘second front’ success 
a much easier proposition.” 

Most sources believed German 
Marshal Albert Kesselring will 
pull back his whole line north of 
Rome without more than stubborn 
rear guard resistance if he can keep 
his remaining escape routes espe- 
cially via Casilina, open. 

However, he faces the possible 
loss of the majority of 10 divisions 
on the main battlefront unless he 
moves rapidly because of the threat 
to his escape routes from the 
beachhead forces and American 
troops moving into the evacuated 
area, 


CAN’T BE REINFORCED 

That loss would mean not only 
relinquishing Rome, but probably 
a quick retirement to the Po valley 
or even the Alpine foothills be- 
cause the German high command 
cannot spare any reinforcements 
from its armies massed in the west 
and east to meet other allied on- 
slaughts, 

The early fall of Rome appear- 
ed inevitable because of the lack 
of natural obstacles between the 
beachhead and the capital. How- 
ever, the Allies may delay an im- 
mediate march on Rome in favor 
of a push to the northeast in an 
attempt to cut Via Casilina and 
trap Nazi forces holding out to the 
southeast. 

DNB said German troops evac- 
uated the coastal sector between 
the beachhead and Terracina “in 
the course of heavy fighting.” 
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Artillery Program 
Expanded by U.S. 


WASHINGTON, May 25—(AP)— 
A tremendous increase in the heavy 
artillery program has been ordered 
by the United States army on the 
eve of the invasion of Europe, of- 
ficials disclosed last night. 

For the weapons of 155 milli- 
metre size and greater, ammuni- 
tion requirements have been step- 

ped up an average of 400 to 500 
Per cent., with the increase for 
some sizes running as high as 
1,000 per cent. above current 
schedules. 

The production schedules for the 
weapons themselves have been ad- 
vanced correspondingly, with em- 
phasis on the 155 Howitzer, the 
155 gun or “Long Tom,” the eight- 
inch gun and the 240 millimetre 
weapon, 

Instituted within the last few 
weeks, the ammunition program 
alone represents a dollar-volume in- 
crease of approximately $750,000,000 
for the balance of 1944 and 1945.

“The dramatic juncture of these 
patrols occurred a few miles south- 
east of the bridgehead on the coast- 
al highway between Terracina and 
Anzio. 

DIFFICULT TERRAIN 

“The Fifth Army have established 
land communication with the 
bridgehead for the first time since 
the landing was made on Jan, 22, 

“Troops from the main front, 
overcoming powerful enemy re- 
sistance, have fought their way for- 
ward relentlessly since the night 
of May 11-12 over some of the most 
difficult terrain of the whole Ital- 
jan campaign. 

“Troops of the bridgehead have 
broken through powerful defences 
built by the enemy to prevent the 
bridgehead force from participating 
in such an advance from the main 
front.” 

The junction gave the. Allies 
@ continuous land front up to 
within 20 air miles of Rome—the 
northwest end of the bridgehead. 

A subsidiary statement issued by 
Alexander's headquarters  signici- 
cantly noted that “it should not be 
long before the two fronts are firm- 
ly established as one.” 

Then, the statement said, “the 
Fifth Army will develop in even 
greater strength than heretofore.” 


NEAR LAKE GOLFIANO 

The actual scene of the junction 
was revealed to have been near 
Lake Golfiann, The main Fifth 
Army column advanced nearly 12 
miles along the flooded coastal 
highway through the  Pontine 
marshes from San Felice, at the tip 
of a peninsula 10 miles southwest of 
Terracina, while beachhead patrols 
pushed out three miles from their 
perimeter, 

The linking of the two land 
fronts in italy followed swiftly on 
the beachhead forces’ push into 
the outskirts of Cisterna and their 
rupture there of the Appian Way 
and coastal railway, and the main

PROTECT SUPPLY ROUTE 

Deprived of their coastal com- 
munications, the Germans appar- 
ently decided to fall back into the 
mountains northeast of the Appian 
Way for a desperate stand to pro- 
tect the flank of Via Casilina, the 
best remaining route of supply and 
escape for their forces still holding 
out against the Fifth and Eighth 


armies to the southeast. 

The severing of the Appian 
Way and coastal railroad on both 
sides of Cisterna cut one of the 
Germans’ two principal supply, 
reinforcement and escape routes 
with the main front to the south- 
east and undoubtedly led to the 
German decision to evacuate the 
Pontine Marshes, 

The enemy now must rely almost 
entirely on Via Casilina, some 25 
miles northeast of the Appian Way, 
for their communication with the 
main front,

The Canadian corps in Italy went into 
action as a unit for the first time, and 
celebrated the event by cutting a gap in 
the Hitler line. The distinction of this 
achievement is not exclusive, for other na- 
tional contingents in the Fifth and Highth 
armies also made breaches in the Nazi de- 
fence works. But it shows again that our 
men are making good in a particularly dif- 
ficult area, and proving themselves fit 
comrades of men who hive had longer 
battle experience. 

Hereafter, it is to be supposed, the 
Canadian troops will operate together as a 
corps. They will of course prefer this to 
being distributed in battalions or brigades 
among troops from other countries or 
other parts of the Empire. And the des- 
patches from the front will have more 
meaning for the folks at home, particu- 
larly as it becomes possible to identify the 
sector on which Canadians are engaged. 

There is no longer any doubt that the 
offensive in Italy is a major operation, 
aimed to capture Rome and wrest the 
northern half of the peninsula from the 
Nazis. Forces sufficient for the task ap- 

ar to have been assembled, and there 
is evidence of good generalship in the 
success already gained. The Canadian 
corps in that theatre is not being employed 
in a side-show, nor even in a holding enter- 
prise. It is on the attack, on a front where 
decisive blows can be struck.

Up to Civilians 


From his observations oversea, Prime 
Minister King thought it best to sound a 
warning to Canadians that the war may 
last longer than most people expect. This 
is in seeming variance with the statement 
of General Eisenhower that the war in 
Europe can be ended this year. 

But the difference is more seeming than 
real. General Eisenhower did not say the 
war will end this year; but that it could 
be ended. He added that this possibility 
hinged on the all-out functioning of the 
Allied war effort, from the combat zones 
to the munitions plants and other sources 
of supplies. 

It is no secret that there has not been 
100 per cent success all along the line. 
Strikes have halted production in many 
plants which should have been turning out 
equipment at. full blast every day. The 
enemy has caused some interruption in the 
delivery of supplies, though incomparably 
less than a year ago. Doubtless there have 
been other hampering factors and occur- 
rences of which the public are not in- 
formed. 

Mr. King’s observation is the latest, 
and presumably represents the official 
view that is now taken. It does not dispel 
hope that the war will end this year; but 
it discourages a too keen confidence that 
this will happen. 

The moral is plain, and it is not at all 
new. The duration of the war will depend 
very largely upon whether or not the 
wheels of production and transport keep 
turning at top speed. That is up to the 
folks at home—not to the men oversea.

Britain Wants More 


It is news of great importance to Can- 
adian farmers that negotiations are under 
way which seem likely to result in a four- 
year bacon contract with Britain. Agree- 
ment has been reached on a two-year re- 
newal of the present contract, and there 
are hopes that a further two-year exten- 
sion will be made. 

These negotiations have been started a 
year and a half before the present contract 
would expire. For the reason that the 
minimum 900,000,000 pounds of bacon 
which Canada undertook to deliver by 
October of next year may be delivered be- 
fore the present year is out. If replaced by 
a two-year contract only this will extend 
for that time the buying obligation on 
Britain's part which might. otherwise ex- 
pire at the end of this year. 

If a four-year bargain can be struck 
that will be a long term for a contract of 
the kind, double the longest term of any 
arrangement hitherto made. Such an 
agreement would be a striking tribute to 
the quality of the bacon Canada has been 
sending to the old lands. The new two- 
year term already agreed to puts beyond 
any question that the British consumer 
has been getting the kind he wants, as he 
is making sure far in advance that the 
supply will not fall off. 

Should the attempt to extend the re- 
newed contract over a four-year period 
fail, the reason will be obvious. The British 
authorities have to study the probable 
position of the British producer four years 
from now, and also the position in which 
Denmark and other bacon-producing coun- 
tries may then be. If these countries are 
to buy from Britain in post-war years they 
will have to pay in their own products and 
may want to pay in part in bacon. 

To the producer in Canada the agree- 
ment already reached guarantees a mar- 
ket and a fixed price for two more years. 
For that period hog-raising is put on a 
non-speculative basis. The grower can 
plan with confidence that he will be able 
to sell his hogs, and will know in advance 
what price he may expect to get. Should 
Britain consent to make the term four 
years, so much the better. Should the 


authorities at London not feel justified in 
tieing themselves up in so long a contract 
the reason will certainly not be dissatis- 
faction with the quality of Canadian bacon 
nor with the rate at which Canada has 
bees making deliveries.

France Fights 


One of the encouraging facts reported 
from Italy is that ‘the Fighting French 
troops are not only in the thick of it but 
are distinguishing themselves by their 
valor and success, They are credited with 
having punctured the Gustav line, and re- 
peated the feat when they struck the Hit- 
ler line. That will be particularly bad news 
for Laval and Petain, as well as for Hitler. 
These gentlemen do not need the gift of 
prophecy to foresee what will happen to 
them and their Quisling followers when the 
exiled Frenchmen get again on the soil of 
their homeland. 

Petain’s proposal that France should 
tamely accept the position of a vassal 
state, and content itself with growing food 
for dominant Germany, has obviously 
never gained assent from more than a 
minority, since force and intimidation had 
to be used to get French labor for German 
war factories. The French forces who are 
fighting under the Tricolor in Italy un- 
doubtedly represent the sentiment of the 
mass of the population of France. That is 
fortunate. If it were otherwise, the future 
of western Europe would be dark, 


These exiles in arms are proclaiming to 
the world that France can rise again to the 
status of a first-rank country, and is de- 
serving of help from the other Allies. The 
sullen refusal of the population to be duped 
by propaganda or coerced into anything 
more than semi-passive submission, is evi- 
dence that a nation-wide uprising may be 
expected when Allied forces get established 

in France. That Frenchmen have the will 
to fight their oppressors neither the Allies 
nor Laval can doubt. 


Hon. Ernest Bevin says he knows the 
day and even the hour marked down for 
starting the invasion of western Europe.

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Rommel is said to have shifted 50 divi- 
sions from the Russian front to stiffen his 
defences on the west and the south. That 
is likely enough, since the Red army has 
helped him to shorten the eastern front to 
about half its length and no one knows 
better than Erwin that he is going to need 
a lot of men to block all the gaps from the 
English Channel to Yugoslavia. The esti- 
mate that he has a million and a half sol- 
diers along that extended line may be 
under the mark.

Women Must Become Fit 


For Responsibilities of 


Wartime

According to our indispensable 
friend, the doctor, gasoline ration- 
ing has done us all a big favor. It 
has brought us back to that glor- 
ious recreation of walking. 

According to health experts we 
walk for exercise, for stimulation 
or for relaxation. We should walk 
to improve muscle tone, circulation 
and to get fresh air into our lungs. 
We should walk for a better figure 
and for color in our cheeks. We 
should walk for health and walk 
for fun either in the city or in the 
country. 

Walking is an excellent exercise, 
but only when it is done correctly. 
First of all, your standing posture 
must be right from the soles of the 
feet to the top of the head. Stand 
with the weight on the balls of the 
feet, the knees relaxed but not 
bent, Pull the hips down in back, 
pull the abdomen tfp and in. Pull 
the shoulders back and down as 
though you were carrying two 
heavy suitcases. Push up with 
the top of the head to straighten 
out the curves of the neck and 
spine. Don’t tilt the head up, or 
push the chin forward. The chin 
to the 


line should be parallel 
ground, 
When you walk, maintain this 


standing posture. There should be 
little movement from the shoulders 
to the hips. 


Don’t Shuffle 


Swing the legs from the hips in 
long purposeful strides. Never 
walk from the knees—this will 
make you seem to shuffle. 

Swing the arms from the should- 
ers, with the palms turned in to- 
ward the body. Keep the shoulders 
still, Don’t twist them from side to 
side, and don't move them up and 
down in a see-saw motion. Keep 
your hips smooth—don’t let them 
sway. Don't let your head wobble 
—hold it straight and high. And 
walk, don’t stroll. 

If you follow these instructions, 
not only will your posture improve, 
and, of course, your figure too in 
the process, but your walk as well. 
It will begin to take on a new easy, 
gliding grace. 

So that you won't fall into sloppy 
posture habits, check up on your 
posture every once in a while. 
Every time you stop for a traffic 
light, for instance, think ... Abdo- 
men in, chest high, head up. Learn 
to take longer, deeper breaths, too, 
as you walk.

Its 
use as the sole weapon, is not un- 
avoidable, But the effective use of 
guerillas necessitates the intimate 
integration of Allied military 
strategy with the French Commil- 
tee of Liberation.

The plea of the Observer is 
timely. Up to this date nobody 


can answer what our policy for 
Europe is. There must be a grow- 
ing feeling there that whoever 
wins, Europe as a whole loses, It 
must be an appalling task for 
European underground leaders to 
explain to their people why they 
are fighting their war. Europe will 
fight for Europe—and we hope, for 
a Europe integrated into an organ- 
ized world. 

Europe has been resisting orders 
from Berlin, But it will not fight 
to exchange these for orders from 
London, Moscow, or Washington. 

A De Gaulle treated as a valet 
to be dismissed and reinstated at 
will, must be, for the French, the 
symbol of a France who will be 
similarly treated ... and a symbol 
not only for France but for all 
Europe.

Building and Creating Are 
Necessary to Balance of

In the screeching chaos of mod- 
ern life the one sure haven and 
anchor is a cabin in the bush (as 
I have written in many previous 
springs and will write again every 
spring, so long as I own a type- 
writer and a cabin). No matter 
what happens in the world, the 


cabin is there after the long winter, 
smiling its welcome — faithful, 
unchanging, uncomplaining of your 
neglect. Flinging open its creaky 
door for the first time every year, 


you cross the threshold from 
lunacy to sanity. 
Sanity, nowadays, is a hard 


thing to come by. You cannot be 
sure of finding it in study, for 
many of the most eminent profes- 
sors are as crazy as coots. You 
cannot generally discover it in 
business, where the most success- 
ful men invariably make them- 
selves slaves and consider that 
they have failed if they do not die 
of cardiac trouble in their fifties 
by overwork. You will not usually 
acquire it in politics, where the 
Sane man is constantly distracted 
by the whirling dervishes of re- 
form and the stuffed shirts of 
reaction, 


Why Did Canada Go to War? 


“Call of the Blood” Does 
Not Conform With Hard 


Facts 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 

OTTAWA: One point of criticism 
directed against Prime Minister 
King’s recent speech in London 
has been that he did not place 
enough emphasis on what the Ot- 
tawa Journal called “the call of 
blood” in explaining why Canada 
entered the war, By coincidence, 
the Dominion bureau of statistics 
has just issued a report on the 1941 
census showing the racial divisions 
in the Canadian population, so that 
figures could be produced to settle 
the argument if it is capable of be- 
ing, settled. 

Mr. King said: “Ours was not 
primarily a response to a call of 
blood or race, It was the outcome 
of our deepest political instinct— 
a love of freedom and a sense of 
justice.” The Ottawa Journal thinks 
this is, to use its own phrase, “bush- 
wah”, What that is, Funk and Wag- 
nalls standard dictionary does not 
disclose, It seems to be derived, 
through an Ottawa Valley inver- 
sion, from the word “dish-water”. 
Or it may be the dialect of the 
“bush-whacker,” a species found in 
the back townships of Ontario, In 
any case, it expressed disagree- 
ment, “We jumped into the war,” 


said the Journal, “to fight with 
| Great Britain. At the outset, we 
|had no other sufficient cause to go 
into the war... . Canada jumped 
into this war because Canada is 
British.” 

* * * 


The census does not support the 
position taken by the Ottawa Jour- 
nal. There were 11,506,655 persons 
in Canada in 1941, Of these, 5,715,- 
904 were of “British Isles races,” 
which includes the English, Irish, 
Scottish and “others”. That is 49.7 
per cent. The proportion of British 
Isles origin has actually declined 
slightly since 1931, when the prev- 
ious census was taken, 

The idea that a person's thoughts 
and motives can be measured by 
his race, of course, is hocus-pocus. 
For the designation “British Isles 
races” itself covers a vast mingling 
of racial origins. The census record 
discloses the interesting fact that 
| more than 82 per cent of the poula- 
tion of Canada was born in Canada, 
Of those persons of British race, 
the proportion born in Canada was 
79.8 per cent in the 1941 census, 
compared with 75 per cent of the 
same group in the 1931 census. 

“It seems time,” said the Ottawa 
Journal, “for some plain speaking 
to be done to the effect that the 
majority in this country are Brit- 
ish.,.. The majority of us in this 
country are not merely British by 
blood or by naturalization, but

British by pride.” Of course, the 
overwhelming proportion of the 
Canadian population is “British by 
blood or by naturalization,” for out 
of a population of 11,506,655, there 


were 11,231,825 British subjects 
shown in the 1941 census. 
* * * 


But this alone does not explain 
Canada’s prompt entry into the 
war in response to “the call of 
blood.” Such an argument is 
“racism,” a theory which will not 
take anyone very far in a country 
of mixed races such as Canada. It 
finds its widest expression in the 
two provinces that come closer to 
being of a single race than any 
others in Canada, They are Que- 
bec, which is 85 per cent French 
race, and Ontario, which is 75 per 
cent British race, 

The belief that the British con- 
nection of Canada rests upon racial 
ties will seem strange to 50.3 per 
cent of the Canadian population 
who do not regard themselves as 
British in race, The Ottawa Jour- 
nal quoted Field Marshal Smuts 
in saying the British Empire is 
“the widest system of organized 
human freedom which has ever 
existed in history.” Smuts did not 
arrive at his position of admiration 
and support for the British system 


through being born British, for he | 


was not. Nor did the majority of 
the people of Canada. 


In fact, the only sure place to 
find sanity is in a cabin in the 
woods. This is not merely because 
the cabin is remote from the 
world’s insanity. One could find 
the same remoteness, I suppose, 
in a submarine or a coffin. No, 
the cabin offers something else 
| entirely which is essential to man's 
sanity and which he has lost in 
ordinary life. That is the opportu- 
nity to function, to build, to create. 


* * * 
The fact that the building and 
{creation around a cabin are 


bungled and absurd does not re- 
move their essential magic and 


spiritual health. Sanity is usually 
bungling and nearly always absurd. 
The sanest men invariably bungle 
their. lives according to the stand- 
ards of the world and appear ab- 
surd simply because they refuse 
to imitate the world’s accepted 
absurdity. Therefore, though the 
owner's work around the cabin 
may appear bungled and absurd 
to strangers from a bungled and 
labsurd world, the owner knows 
|their true worth. 

It is not to be reckoned, of 
course, in money or even in beauty 
of craftsmanship, You could easily 
purchase for a few dollars all the 
furnishings made by the owner 
through years of toil, It would be 
much cheaper to hire a carpenter 
than to build on, with your own 
labor, all the additions and the 
numerous outhouses, and the re- 
sults, to the casual eye, would ap- 
pear better. But that argument 
misses the whole point, the whole 
value of the cabin, the whole 
philosophy of cabin ownership, 
The value of the property counts 
for nothing and the quality of the 
workmanship likewise is unim- 
portant, The magic, the health and 
the sanity all lie in the fact that 
the workmanship is your own, 

* * * 


That is the supreme need of 
man—to function, to create, to ex- 
press something inside himself, 
however bungling and absurd. And 
that is the thing which man _ has 


lost in modern society. He has 
lost the chance to function, to 
create and to express. He is no 


longer a part of creation but a cog 
in a vast machine, The artist and 
craftsman has been replaced by 
the mechanic, and society is sick as 
a result, sick with a disease which 
cannot be cured by any economic 
reform — a_ philosophical and 
spiritual problem which men are 
trying to solve through goyernment 
or through business, like a doctor 
irying to cure heart disease with a 
ship's compass. 

The cure will be found only in 
creative work and in solitude. This 
cannot be arranged within a city, 
even in a man’s own home, for here 
he is still subject to the conven- 


tions of society. He can add what- 
ever rooms he chooses to his 
cabin, He can wreck and bungle 


it beyond the imagination of archi- 


tecture. He can tear it to pieces 
and remould it in still crazier 
forms. The whole resources of his 
imagination can riot through the 
design and construction of out- 
houses with Keats’ magic case- 
ments opening on the foam of 
perilous seas, in faery lands for- 
lorn. No one will interrupt this 
cleansing madness. No city build- 
ing by-laws will forbid it. No 
neighbors will criticize it. Only 
the forest will watch and its great 
trees will nod in understanding, 

Men of grosser sort may retire 
to country homes to lie obscenely 
in the sun, to loaf, to read, or even 
to drink. They are no better than 
the slaves of the city, the cogs in 
the world’s machine, The only man 
worthy of a worthless and price- 
less cabin is he who labors for it, 
whose sweat has built it and re- 
built it, whose immortal longings 
have gone into every board and 
shingle, whose sanity has come out 
of the satisfaction of work done, a 
dream realized. And if it is no 
dream to strangers, if they see only 
a crude structure of gaping seams 
and unskilled carpentry, that is 
because they are blinded by the 
world and have yet to work their 
way out of it.

PHILADELPHIA: For the peo 
ple of Europe, the need for a world 
system of collective security has 
long since passed the stage of aca- 
demic discussion of ways and 
means of obtaining it. It has be- 
come, for them, the one real, im- 
perative, post-war project to which 
everything else is subordinated, 

At the I.L.O, convention here 
they often think and speak about 
other things—about advancing the 
social legislative programs in back- 
ward countries, about getting a 


world system of fair wage and, 


labor practice, and about widening 
the scope of trades unionism, 

Yet to the workers, employers 
and government delegates alike, 
the burning issue is security. Time 
and again they come back to this 
issue, This is not going to happen 
to us again! 

This refrain is like an electric 
charge which keeps pulsing 
through the convention, It charges 
the atmosphere and sets off sparks 
at unexpected moments. It tends 
to make the European delegates a 
bit impatient with those from this 
side of the water. Yet it is an 
impatience which is tinged with 
great understanding and tolerance.

us in Britain have been through it 
for almost five years, We can un- 
derstand something of the feeling 
of the Czechs and Poles and the 
French and the Norwegians.”

If the war has done one thing, 
it has awakened in the people of 
Europe a great sense of responsi- 
bility, It has instilled in ¢hem, as 
well, a burning patriotism.

“When a mother must travel with 
children today she cannot depend 
upon a wealth of hands eager to 
relieve her of her hurdens. She is 
virtually on her own. She must 
count upon carrying her own lug- 
gage, bringing her food with her— 
unless she dare take a chance upon 
getting into the diner—and finding 
accommodations hard to get and 
trains everywhere crowded. 

\f she must travel it should 
be done with a full consciousness 
of its difficult and disagreeable 
aspects. If she has a baby with 
her then everyything from food 
to water must be brought with 
her. There must be ample chang- 
es of clothes as dressing-room 
,space for washing diapers is at'a 
premium. In packing her bags 
it is sensible to keep all the in- 
fant’s clothes and food supplies 
conveniently at hand in one bag. 


Plan any trip with children for 
the middle not the ends of the 
week as travel over the weekends 
is heaviest. If first class accommo- 
dations are available get them well 
in advance of the date of depart- 
ure and make use of roomettes, 
bedrooms, compartments and draw- 
ing rooms. These offer privacy 
such a dear privilege in a crowded 
train—and bathroom facilities and 
when there is a baby or several 
small children, these accommoda- 
tions may be no more expensive 
than several berths.

Edmonton, it was learned from 
provincial government quarters 
Thursday.

TORONTO, May 25.—(CP)—Plans of 2,400 Canadian 
manufacturers for the immediate post-war period call for a 
spending program totalling $317,811,000 and provision of 
112,000 more jobs than they provided in 1939—if export trade 
is “considerably greater” than before the war began, the 
MacLean Publishing Company, Limited, said today, 


These findings resulted from a ‘* 


coast-to-coast survey covering 
about 60 per cent of all manufac- 
turing industries employing 50 or 
more persons. Replies came from 
vegetable, animal, textile, wood, 
paper, iron and steel, non-ferrous 
metals and non-metallic mineral 
products firms which had gross 

1939 sales of $2,064,614,000, 

The spending program is for the 
first three peace years; the employ- 
ment picture for the first peace 
year, 


$94,880,000 EXPENDITURE 
The post-war research depart- 


increase in the first post-war year 
is expected to be in the wood pro- 
ducts industry—41 per cent.

The MacLean research depart- 
ment in conclusion said: 

“The optimistic outlook of the

Fitness Plans 


For Canadians 
Are Outlined

OTTAWA, May 25—(CP)—Pen- 

sions Minister Mackenzie, empha- 
sizing the value of a physical fit- 
hess program, said yesterday that 
such a. program would not only 
aid children, but also adults, “es- 
pecially those coming home dis- 
abled who will have special need 
of handicraft work.” 

Mr. Mackenzie was addressing 
members of the National Council of 
Physical Fitness, winding up a two- 
day conference which will direct 
the future course of Canada’s physi- 
cal fitness program, instituted un- 
der the National Physical Fitness 
act. The council includes one re- 
presentative from each province. 


TO INCLUDE ALL 

Maj. Ian Eisenhardt, Vancouver, 
director of the program, told dele- 
gates that the scheme was planned 
to bring recreation—sports, social 
get-togethers, dramatics and other 
organized fun—to everyone in Can- 
ada. . 

Jerry Mathison, Vancouver, 
British Columbia, physical educa- 
tion director, described the “pro- 
rec” organization—community re- 
creational, sports and physical fit- 
hess programs—set up in British 
Columbia 10 years ago. He cited 
Westbank, B.C., as a typical “pro- 
rec” town, “where Wednesday 
. hight is pro-rec night with games 
and a party afterward for all age 
groups.” 

British Columbia, which has the 
largest physical education program 
of all the provinces, has developed 
a wide program for “old-timers . 
with men and women in their 70's 
taking active part, he said. 

BRIEF SPEECHES 

Members of the council gave brief 
speeches on various aspects of the 
National Physical Fitness act dur- 
ing the closing sessions. 

J. H. Ross, Caigary, Alberta direc- 
tor of health and recreation, sketch- 
ed the picture of the National Physi- 
Fitness act as it affects rural life. 

“We require hobby development 
for the farmer and we also need 
a program which will break down 
the artificial barriers between 
farm boys and girls and those in 
towns,” he said. 

He said sparse population and 
lack of water and snow were the 
main problems confronting a physi- 
cal fitness program .in rural areas 
of Alberta,. The main need was for 
bathing facilities, not only for swim- 
ming, but also for baths, 


DISCUSSES AGENCIES 

W. A. Wellband, Regina, general 
secretary of the Y.M.C.A., discussed 
the role of the voluntary agencies 
under the Physical Fitness act, 
making it clear he was not speaking 
just as a member of the Y.M.C.A, 

“| believe the private agencies 
are vitally interested in the new 
national physical fitness program 
but are uncertain of their place in 

it,” he said. “But they feel they 
have a great deal to offer it and 
they hove to. be able to imple- 
ment some of your plans.” 

Major Eisenhardt replied that the 
private agencies could “rest assur- 
ed” that the council would not go 
into the provinces without asking 
their assistance. 

“We need their help and I do not 
know what we would do without 
them,” he said.”
